He Murders His Three Children, 


Then Takes His Own Life, 


CHICAGO, April 15. — "While brooding 


over the Moa that his family would suffer 
from want John Lehmati l.isb evcuiug 
shot and killed his threo children. After 
committing the terrible deed Lshman at- 
tempted to end his own life by hanging, 
but failing in this he turned the revolver 
upon himself and sent a bullet through 
his heart, killing himself instantly. The 
names of the dead are: John Lehman, 83 
years old; Clara Lehman, 5 years; Bertha 
Lehman, 3 years, and an infant -1 months 
old. 


For eight years Lehman had been in the 


employ of the West Chicago Street Rail- 
way company, and during the greater 
part of the. time had been a driver on the 
Center avenue lino. He hud saved SI, 500, 
which is deposited in one of the city banks. 
The family lived comfortably and wanted 
for no thing. Notwithstanding that fact 
Lehman worried a great deal. He had a 
fear that some day Jbis savings would b3 
swept away and his family would be de- 
pendent on charity. 


His malady gradually grew worse, and 


of late when at home he talked of nothing 
else. Mrs. Lehman and Henry Lehman, 
her young stepson, were away from home 
when the tragedy occurred. At 5:30 p. in. 
Henry Lehman returned and found that 
his father had killed all the children and 
himself. Minnie Lehman, a daughter who 
had not returned from school, was, besides 
Henry, the only child to escape, and both 
would have been killed had thoy been at 
home, for their fatter was asking for them 
a short time before Henry returned and 
found the bodies. 


Murderer Holmes* Romance. 


PHILADELPHIA, April 13.—The published 


"confession" of Herman Mudgott, alias 
H. H. Holmes, who is to be hanged in 
this city on May 7 for the murder of Ben- 
jamin F. Pi'ezal, is not generally cred- 
ited. But the statement arouses great in- 
terest from the masterly manner in which 
it la written, and the cairn, cruel delibera- 
tion in which he explains how he took the 
lives of twenty-seven people, and was 
only prevented from carrying out six other 
murders because his plans were interfered 
with. The names of some of his yictiins, 
he claims, he cannot remember, which 
makes it evident that the arch-criminal 
has been romancing for the benefit of the 
newspaper syndicate which paid $7,500 for 
the alleged confession.

POTTSVILT E, Pa., April 15.—As n result 


of the riot between the Italians and Lith- 
uanians at Sh'enandoah Monday night Jo- 
seph Shukofski, one of the injured men, 
died yesterday. His mother, Jane Shukof- 
ski, is lying in a critical condition, -with 
no hopes of her recovery. An Italian, it 
is said, is also at the point of death from 
wounds received during the fight. Mike 
Toman, Mike Manilla and Pocro Metro, 
three of the gang, were committed to 
prison without bail. Hot pursuit is being 
made by the authorities to capture three 
others who fled to the mountains. 


Murdered Five, Then Committed Suicide. 


PESTWATER, Mich,, April 11.—S. B. 


Minchall, a local insurance agent, yester- 
day shot William O. Sands, president of 
the Maxwell Lumber company, while Mr. 
Sands was walking in the street here. 
Thinking he had killed his man, Min- 
chall rushed to his own home. When of- 
ficers went to arrest him it was found that 
he had killed his wife and 16-year-old 
daughter, and two younger children, and 
had then committed suicide. Mr. Sands 
died last night from his wounds. The 
cause of the shooting is as yet shrouded 
in mystery. 


Alleged Incendiaries Arrested. 


NEW YOEK, April 15.—As the result of 


Investigations at the .instance of several 
insurance companies Mrs. Margarette C. 
Logue, Louis Myers, her son, and Thomas 
McLaughlin have been arrested ut Yonk- 
ers, charged with having started the fire 
which" destroyed fourteen wuildings in 
that city on April 6, entailing; a loss of 
about $100,000. It is alleged that the 
prisoners, who lived in houses destroyed 
by the fire, set fire to McLaughlin's house 
to get the insurance. 


Damaging Evidence Against Jackson. 
NEWPORT, Ky., April 15.—The attor- 


neys for the commonwealth have made 
an official announcement that they would 
prove that Jackson and Walling were to- 
gether on the Covington suspension bridge 
soon after the murder of Pearl Bryan, 
and that they were seen throwing the 
head of the murdered girl into the Ohio 
river. The attorneys will not let any one 
know who are the witnesses in this con- 
necting link until the trial begins next 
Tuesday. 


The New Irish tand BUI. 


LONDON, April 1-1.—Mr. Gerald Balfour, 


chief secretary for Ireland, introduced the 
new Irish land bill in the house of com- 
mons yesterday. It is of much wider scope 
than that of Mr. John Morley, who w;is 
chief secretary for Ireland ia 'the late Lib- 
eral government, and is upon the principle 
of purchase by the occupying tenant be- 
ing the ultimate solution of the land ques- 
tion. The bill prevents the lessee from 
having rent levied oa his improvements. 


A Mexican Massacre. 


CITY OF MEXICO, April 14.—A tele- 


gram from Oaxaca Cily states that the 
rebel Indians at the town of Juquela 
killed all the town councillors, school 
teachers, chief of police and the telegraph 
operator—in fact, every one holding a gov- 
ernment place. The people are in terror, 
and troops have bson sent for the relief of 
the town.

RICHMOND, Va., April 15. — At Max

He had a 
fear that some day Jiis savings would bo 
swept away and his family would bo de­ 
pendent on charity. 
His malady gradually grew worse, and 
of late when at homo ho talked of nothing 
else. 
Mrs. Lehman and Henry Lehman, 
her young stopson, were away from home 
when tho tragedy occurred. 
A t 5:30 p. m. 
Henry Lehman returned and found that 
his father had killed all tho children and 
himself. Minnio Lehman, a daughter who 
had not returned from school, wus, besides 
Henry, tho only child to escapo, and both 
would have been Jellied, had they been at 
homo, for their father was asking for them 
a short time before Henry returned and 
found tho bodies.

Tho usual Honolulu crowd was 
down at the dock when the steamship 
Australia, seven day# from San Fran­ 
cisco, pulled alongside the pier on a 
brilliant, balmy afternoon in January, 
1895. American woaien, trim, groomed, 
wholesome to look upon, in summer 
afternoon oostumes, such as happy 
feminine exiles in the subtropics con­ 
trive so prettily and effectively; a few 
English and a few Gorman women of 
society, arrayed ajso for the steamer 
day (which is a Honolulu function), 
but lacking in the elusive distinction 
and that indefinable “last touch” that 
characterized tho appearance of the 
American women—these leaned back 
languorously in their carriages and 
phaetons, under the shade of parasols, 
listening to the lazy, complimentary 
talk of the duck-clad, lei-enwreatlied 
young business men who combined 
duty with ¡Dloasure in thus waiting for 
the great steamer to laboriously slip 
into her measured berth beside the 
pier. 
The usual groups of silent, ex­ 
pectant-eyed Kanaka men stood in the 
shade of the pier sheds, humble in 
attitude, chary of words, and yet not 
sulky—your ordinary Kanaka man is 
tho sweetest-natured human animal in 
all this surly world. 
Some of the 
men wore shoulder leis (wreaths of 
flowers) over their labor-grimed hick­ 
ory shirts. 
All of the Kanaka women 
(there were perhaps fifty in all*at the 
dock) also wore leis in cross-belt wise 
over their flowing white mother hub- 
bards. 
In truth, the flower wreaths 
were everywhere. 
Staid, middle- 
aged merchants among the whites 
wore them about their helmets and 
straw hats, and all of the white women 
in carriages had bolts of Hawaiian 
exotics. 


All of tho Kanaka women were in 
their bare feet. 
They stood about in 
little groups, as silent as the men of 
their race. There was no envy in the 
glances they directed 
toward tho 
female occu]mnts of the carriages, even 
if there may have been some wonder­ 
ment over the lavishness of the Ameri­ 
can and Euro]3ean women’s costumes. 
A few of tho Jvanak t women carried 
tiny brown babies—silent also. 
Posi­ 
tively, Kanaka babies do not cry. 
No 
mother of children will ever believe 
this until she has lived somewhere in 
Hawaii. 


The Kanaka women,young and old, 
wore the flowing mother hubbard. 
The young women wore of varying 
degrees of prettiness, oven of beauty 
—the 
countenance of 
110 Kanaka 
young woman is actually homely. The 
figure of no Kanaka young woman is 
ever anything but genuinely excellent 
—tho forma of 
most of 
them are 
simply beautiful. 


One of those Kanaka women at the 
dock on this brilliant January after­ 
noon was as beautiful in face and form 
as an empiess—in a way of primitive­ 
ness, of course. 
She was clad like 
th e ie s to f the women of her race, 
Yet she was stately, ovon in her bare 
ieet--\vhieh were small and perfectly 
formed. 
She was fully live feet ten 
inches in height, and the white silk, 
cord with which, unlike tho other 
Kanaka women, she drew her white 
dress about her waist, emphasized the 
splendid, heroic proportions of her 
figure. 
Her glistening, raven-black 
hair hung at* r.i^ht do*n below he» 
waist. 
Her features weie of the 
aquiline, classic mold, her skin a dm u 
olive, with a film of rose under her 
great black eyes. 
Kaomouna, who 
had been one of King 
David ICalu- 
kaua’s flower girls, was a woman such 
as many a young student, day-dream­ 
ing in the quartier Latin, would have 
given woilds to see—famous painters 
did see her, and portray her. 


Kaomouna, surpassingly beautiful, 
seemed 
quite unconscious of 
her 
beauty on this brilliant Jauuary after­ 
noon. 
The young shipping clerks, 
hurrying to and fro 011 the dock, with 
their 
pencils behind 
their 
ear», 
stopped suddenly whea they caught 
eight of her, and then Btole off be­ 
hind bales of 
goods« in order that 


one man with his p re tty young wife 
and three-year-old little girl. 
Tho 
little girl was the first to catch sight 
of Kaomouna as she reached the bot­ 
tom of tho gangway. 
She quickly 
freed her hand from the grasp of her 
father’s and ran toward Kaomouna 
with baby words. 
Kaomouna smiled 
at tho little girl, but did not offer to 
take her up. 
Instead, she folded her 
arms, looking down at the little ¡Dink- 
faced child pleasantly. 
Tho child 
hung onto her skirts, and was thus 
found by her mother, 
When the 
mother had taken the little girl, she 
raised her eyes to look at Kaomouna. 
Sho gnve a start—as, indeed, all men 
and women did, who first gazed upon 
this woman,who had been King David 
Iialakaua’s flower girl. 


“ Did you ever in your whole life 
see such a perfectly beautiful woman?” 
askod the young wife of her husband 
in a whisper when he came up. “ And 
Tita seemed to take to her immediate­ 
ly. 
If we could only have her for a 
nurse for TitaT* 


Kaomouna heard her. 
“ Kaomouna would love to be that,” 
she replied in a soft Kanaka-accented 
speech, smiling. 
Then a look of pain 
darted across her face. 
4<jBut it may 
not be—it may not be—”and with her 
hands on her eyes Kaomouna turned 
suddenly and disappeared among the 
departing men and women of her 
race. 


Three months later the parents of 
the little girl —they had come from 
the States to settle in Honolulu—were 
at the dock together to witness, for 
the first time,the saddest sight in this 
world—the departure of 
the lepers 
from the Island of 
Molokai. 
The 
Kilauea Hou, the leper steamer, was 
out in the stream, and the lepers were 
being carried out to her in barges. A 
litter was borne through the roped in- 
closure for the lej^ers. 
On it lay a 
very old Kanaka woman, loathsome in 
the final stages of the disease. 
At 
the side of 
the litter walked Kao- 
mouna, still as beautiful as ever, with 
no tear in her eyes. Yet her face was 
very sad. The parents of the little girl 
wondered. 
They spoke to an official 
of the Hawaiian board of health, who 
was busy in the task of embarking the 
lepers. 


“Surely,” they said, “ she does not 
accompany the lepers?” 


“ Who, 
Kaomouna?” 
replied the 
health official. 
“ Oh, yes, sho does, 
but it is her own choice. 
Kaomouna, 
you know, has been secreting her old 
mother, who, as you perceive is a 
leper in leprosy’s advanced stage for 
a number of years. 
Wo always knew 
there was something mysterious about 
Kaomouna—that is, we hav« known 
it for the past five years. 
She had 
made queer visits to a palm hut far 
over in the Nuuanu valley. 
Last 
week we followed her—we felt there 
was leprosy in it. 
We found her 
mother in the hut—Kaomouna had 
had her in hiding, trying to save her 
from Molokai, ever since the disease 
became evident. 
Kaomouna is not 
infectod in the least—she has been 
careful. 
But she olects to follow her 
mother to Molokai, and she will be a 
leper herself after a while. 
Extraor­ 
dinary? 
Why, not at all! 
You do 
not understand the filial devotion of 
Kanaka women—men, 
matter. 
Such 
cases 
enough.” 


The parents of the little girl looked 
at each other. There were tears in the 
mother’s eyes. 


“ That is why sho folded her arms 
iiiul would not touch Tita!” ^ho said. 
“ In this world of God, civilized or 
uncivilized could there be anything 
more noble?” 


All was ready, and tho Kilauea Hou, 
with Kaomouna and her mother on 
board, slowly started down the har­ 
bor, the Kanakas on the dock getting 
up the weird, wild chant of farewell 
which is always sung when tho leper 
ship sails.

The city of Minneapolis has within 
its gates, 
says tho Tribune of that 
city, a notable guest, no less a per­ 
sonage than Mrs. Nat Collins, who is 
known throughout the Northwest as 
“ the Cattle Queen of Montana.” 


“ Mrs. Collins presents a picturesque 
figure of the rare and perfect Western 
type which is fast giving way to an­ 
other order of things. 
She is the 
product of tho conditions which pre­ 
vailed upon tho Western plains many 
years ago, and a history of her event­ 
ful life is about as interesting as 
could possibly be painted by the great­ 
est living novelist. 


Mrs. Collins is en route to Chicago 
and she came to Minneapolis with a 
trainload of cattle — thirty-two car 
loails—all her own properly. 
Sho 
makes this trip each year, and accom­ 
panies the stock from the point of 
shipment in Montana to Minneapolis, 
tho last feeding point before reaching 
Chicago. 
From there she takes a reg­ 
ular passenger train and travels as be­ 
fits her condition as mistress of a 
great fortune. The cattle are directly 
in charge of six cowboys from her 
rauch, and they are with the stock 
from Montana to Chicago. 


Mrs. Collins, although a married 
woman, is master of 
the various 
ranches in her name in Montana. This 
property is located in tho vicinity of 
Choteau, a little town north of Hele­ 
na and is about sixty-five miles from 
Great Falls, which is the nearost 
large town. Choteau is about twenty- 
five miles from her ranches, and is 
also thirty-five miles from the nearost 
railroad. 
Thus it can be seen that 
the cattle queen is located remotely 
enough almost to rival Robinson Cru­ 
soe for isolation. 


Mrs. Collins has had a romantic 
career, although not devoid of what 
would be considered grievous hard­ 
ships by the average American woman. 
She is now about fifty-five years of 
age and is just as lively and vigorous 
as any young woman in the twenties. 
She is an industrious worker, and is 
of that nervous temperament which 
must find employment to keep the 
mind at rest; and the heart satis­ 
fied. 
She began her Western experi­ 
ence at the age of ten years and has 
lived upon the plains ever since. 
It 
is her boast that she went through 
Denver when that great city of today 
contained .but one log cabin and a 
few tents. 
Long before she was 
twenty years old she had made ten 
trips across the plains between Omaha 
and Denver, acting in the capacity of 
cook in the wagon train of which her 
brother was wagonmaster. 


Later on the spirit of adventure 
which had begun to dominate her dis­ 
position impelled her to remove to 
the new mining fields of Montana, at 
the time of their first opening. 
She 
visited Bannock 
and 
many othel* 
points, and was the first white woman 
in Virginia City. 
She was at Helena 
before there was such a place, and it 
was at Helena some time later that 
she wedded Nat Collins, a well known 
and respected miner. 
The marriage 
occurred about thirty years ago, and 
shortly after the ceremony the young 
couple quit the mining camps and 
went into the northern part of Mon­ 
tana and established themselves in 
the stock-raising business, to which 
they have clung persistently and with 
great success ever since. 
They have 
but one child, a daughter sixteen years 
old. 


They began ranching with about 450 
head of stock. 
The animals were 
turned loose upon the plains and al­ 
lowed to increase and multiply as rap­ 
idly as they would, and today Mrs. 
Collins says it would be utterly im- 
joossible for hor to give an estimate of 
the number of head of cattle upon hor 
various ranches. 
No effort is made to 
count them. 
Each year they round 
up as many as they care to ship and 
the others are unmolested. 


Tho cattle queen has well earned 
her reputation, 
Piobablyno one in 
Montana has larger cattle interests 
than she. 
Her success has been due 
to her own interest and exertions, for 
her husband is one of those quiet in­ 
dividuals who prefer to take life with 
as little trouble as possible. 
When 
Mrs. Collins begau to ship her stock 
to tho eastern market she found her­ 
self confronted by railway rules and 
regula.ions which expressly stated 
that 110 woman could ride in the ca­ 
booses attached to tho stock trains. 
She immediately put in a protest, and 
as the agent could give her no satis­ 
faction sho carried tho matter to the 
division superintendent. That ollicial 
found himself powerless, and finally 
James J. Hill, president of the Great 
Northern, was appealed to. 
Mr. Hill 
reluctantly refused her the desired 
permission, and by so doing raised a 
storm of indignation about his head. 
In a few days he was fairly smothered 
with letters from prominent ranch­ 
men and cattlement of Montana de­ 
manding that he accord the customary 
privileges of tho road to Mrs, Collins. 
In a few days threats began coming 
in, the writers declaring that if he 


did not accede to Mrs. Collins* re* 
quest they, the principal cattlemen of 
the West, would refuse to ship an­ 
other hoof over his road. 
Mrs. Col­ 
lins got her pass and has had one each 
year since, and is today tho only wom­ 
an so favored. 


One would suppose that with tho 
management of several ranches upon 
her shoulders Mrs. Collins would find 
plenty to keop hor busy, but such is 
not tho case. 
She declares that there 
is any quantity of time which she 
finds it almost impossible to dispose 
of, and she finds vent for her surplus 
energy in various ways. 
Repeatedly 
sho visited the now mining region 
near St. Mary’s Lake, Mon., and 
while there invested in several fine 
copper claims and located a town sito 
on tho banks of tho lake. 


MRS. CONDON, MITTEN CAPITALIST. 


The liig Industry iijfeav Knglnnil Woman 


S t a r t e d 0T1 840. 


At South Penobscot, Me., lives the 
mitten capitalist of the United States. 
Mrs. A.C. Condon is the name of this 
wealthy woman and sho distributes 
every year from 12, D00 to 15,000 dozen 
pairs of mittens. Sho is a living illus­ 
tration that it pays to knit mittens, a 
modern, up-to-dato proof of the fact 
that our grandmothers know what 
they wore doing. Mrs. Condon’s story 
shows what a brave,plucky New Eng­ 
land woman can do when she sets her 
mind to it, 
Mrs. Condon has written 
this statement of her mitten industry 
from its beginning up to the present 
time. 


“ I began business in 18G4 with a 
capital of $*10 in a little room about 
15 by 12 feet in size. 
I first made 
over worn-out felt hats thrown away 
by the men,cleaned,shaped and turned 
them and then made them over into 
hats for women and girls. 
Then, as I 
lived in the country where there was 
no industry, but very many 'willing 
hands, I resolved to procure, if pos­ 
sible, some work for thoso idle hands 
to do. 


“ I went to Boston and saw some 
yarn manufacturers and from them 
got twenty-five pounds of 
yarn on 
credit, this yarn to be made into mit­ 
tens. 
The manufacturers furnished 
the yarn, and I put it out at the homes 
of the people near where I lived. 
I 
had difficulty in starting the work and 
was obliged to return part of the yarn 
to the manufacturers at the end of the 
year because I found it impossible to 
have it all knit into mittens. 


“ This was not very encouraging for 
a year’s work, but I persevered and 
at the beginning of the second year 
one family insisted 011 having some 
yarn to knit into mittens. 
So I tried 
it over again and alter it once got well 
started I could not sujjply the demand 
for yarn. 
Tons of yarn were sent to 
me and my business grew until I paid 
the steamboat company the largest 
freight bills of any one who did busi­ 
ness 011 the Boston and Bangor route. 
From 10,000 to 15,000 dozen mittens 
were manufactured yearly, and besides 
making mittens we made ladies’ and 
misses’ hoods and caps, toques, etc. 


“I had 1500 names 011 my books of 
people who were at work for me, and 
many more that were really working, 
as on my books there would be only 
one name from each house, although 
perhaps two, three or four members 
of the household were knitting,often­ 
times as many as there wore members 
in the family. 
In the long winter 
evenings men and boys wound the 
yarn and in some cases even tho men 
knit. 


“ After 1873 tho knitting of mittens 
by hand gradually decreased and ma­ 
chines came in to take the place of the 
knitting. 
In 1882 I began to buy ma­ 
chines and kept adding to my stock, 
until now I have eighty-two machines. 
We make from 12,000 to 15,000 dozens 
in one year 011 the machines. 
One of 
my girls has made 104 pairs of mit­ 
tens in one day, small single mittens, 
and eighty-five pairs of boys’ double­ 
lined mittens. Nearly all the machines 
are run at the homes of the knitters, 
for in that way they make more 
money. 


“ Girls on an average make about 
four dozen of cheap mittens or two 
dozen of lined mittens in a day. 
We 
make a great many fine fancy-backed 
mittens of all sizes and of these the 
girls make from ono to two dozen a 
day. 
The pi ice of knitting used to 
bo 25 cents a-pair. 
Then it dropped 
to six and it is about that now,”

There are two ways to kill the germs 


of the horns in a young calf; one is to 
out them out when the calf is a month 
old by raising the skin in a flap and 
removing the email button which is 
loosely attached to it. The flap of 
fikin is laid back and a plaster of tar 
is laid on it, when tbe wound soon 
heals. The other method is to apply 
caustic potash wetted with water by 
rubbing it on the skin'where the small 
rub of the horn is felt. The potash 
will burn the fingers ani make a bad 
eore unless it is held in a wrapping 
of paper or a rag. The wetted potash 
is well rubbed into the skin, killing 
the immature shell of horn.—New 
York Times. 


THE SPINACH LEAF MAGGOT. 


Tbe spinach leaf maggot is related 


to the onion maggot, the cabbage 
root maggot and other pests of this 
kind, writes Professor C. M. Weed. 
It seems to be widely distributed and 
doing serious damage. Its life history 
has not yet been fully worked out, but 
there is good evidence that the same 
insect develops in the leaves of pig- 
weed or goosefoot. It seems as if it 
was going to be a difficult pest to 
tight, as it is not probable that any- 
thing can be applied to the leaves to 
prevent its attauks. The only reme- 
dies I can now suggest 'are the pick- 
Jug ofl and destroying of infected 
leaves—especially in spring—and the 
keeping down of pigweed, to prevent 
its breeding in that.—American Agri- 
culturist. 


FLO WEES ON THE FAKM.

Plowersare poetry and refinement and 
higher culture on the farm. Do not 
exclude them. 


There are many attractive annuals 


.stfcd every garden should number a 
goodly variety; but I would call prin- 
cipal attention to the sweet pea, as I 
think no other will give such uni- 
form and continual pleasure and satis- 
faction. The sweet pea has received 
wonderful improvement in the last few 
years, and covers well nigh every va- 
riety of shade aud tint from pure 
white to deep maroon or purple, so 
tvery taste may be satisfied. 
] 


Pjant the sweet pea upon a moist 


spot, where it will not dry up in sum- 
mer. Fertilize it with wood ashes and 
nitiate of soda. Pick off the blossoms 
as they appear. Apply a thick mulch 
over the entire root system before dry 
weather, and water whenever neces- 
sary.—Farm, Field and Fireside. 


THE POPULAR APPLES. 


It is one of the disadvantages of any 


special culture that fashions are 
so changeable. 
Very recently, for 


instance, tie most popular apples in 
the markets, especially in the foreign 
ones, were Baldwin, King and New- 
town Pippin. The last two years these 
old favorites have given way to an in- 
terloper, rarely ever heard of before, 
and now called York Imperial, or plain 
York. It is essentially an eating ap- 
ple, being sweet, with tender flesh, 
and a very beautiful fruit, partly yel- 
lowish, tbe rest of it a light crimson, 
splashed with deeper red. The cavity 
around the stalk is a greenish russet. 
As most of the apples consumed in 
England are eated out of hand, the 
appearance goes a great way to make 
any good kind popular. 
it may be that in time we may 


choose our apples in accordance with 
the dictum of the doctors, as this fruit 
is really one of the very best kinds of 
medicine. 
The acid is extremely 


healthful, as well as agreeable, and it 
is this which makes this fruit such an 
excellent food. But the popular taste 
will have its effect on tbe public 
choice, and no one may be able to say 
what will be the apple of next season. 
The unsurpassed jsewtown, and its 
near relative, the Albemarle, pippin, 
have long been the American apples, 
essentially so, but the inferior kinds 
have gone ahead of it by fully §2 a 
barret All this is to be taken into 
account in the selection of fruits for 
planting for market purposes.—New 
York Times. 


the fertility of ashes has nourished 
many generations of mea and animals. 


The soils of New England are all 


potash hungry. No one element is so 
exhausted. 
Furthermore, this im- 


portant difference remains, many com- 
mercial fertilizers are compounded by 
man; not so iu case of ashes, as here 
nature has done all the work. Many 
years ago the tree germinated and 
grew. It withdrew from our soil what 
was required for its support. 
The 


process continued indefinitely, until 
finally the woodsman felled the tree. 
Its wood was burned. Its ashes, con- 
taining every particle of mineral mat- 
ter the tree had, have been carefully 
gathered up and transported from a 
distant land to feed the crops of New 
England. This potash and phosphoric 
acid have all been used b°fore in vege- 
table growth. 
What more simple 


thing, then, than the fact that this 
mineral matter is in the best and most 
natural form to produce more trees, 
more fruits, more vegetables and more 
grasses? 


Another strong argument for use of 


ashes is, they are cheap. In the last 
few years, like other commodities, 
ashes have been more and more cheap, 
so they are altogether within the 
reach of the farmer at present. 


With a bona fide guarantee of dry 


ashes, cleaned and well screened, of 
an analysis of 5 per cent, potash of 
general purity, no hesitation reed be 
had in the purchase of hardwood 
ashes. 


There is hardly a field or a crop of 


New England that ashes will not mater- 
ially benefit.—Massachusetts Plough- 
man. 


HARDWOOD ASHKS. 


X*et no farmer forsake hardwood 


ashes as a source of, cheap available 
plant food. Many other sources of 
potash hare in late years been brought 
to-the attention of the agriculturist; 
bat let it be considered that allies are 
no experiment.

TOAD FENCES. 


It seems to ba the general opinion 


among beekeepers that toads are the 
enemies of bees, and that if allowed to 
have the run of the apiary they will 
destroy large numbers of them, writes 
Beth Day. Some go so far as to say 
that toads will sit upon the alighting 
board of a hive and catch the laden 
bees as they return to the hive. 
But 


toads are nocturnal animals and dur- 
ing the day are usually hidden in dark 
corners, or under heavy leafage; and 
bees do not gather honey at night. 


However, beesdo.during hot weather, 


come out on tbe alighting board, and, 
may'be found creeping, or rather run- 
ning about there at all hours of the 
night, where they would be an easy 
prey lor his toadship, were he disposed 
to capture them. But whether go dis- 
posed or not, remains with one bee- 
keeper, at least, an open question. I 
have never yet seen a toaa aat either 
bee or drone, or anything else so large 
as either. 
I have never seen one 


around my hives although there were 
plenty in both flower and vegetable 
gardens, only a few yards away. 


Toads are very intelligent. Where 


once they are fed, or find for them- 
selves pome dainty of which they are 
fond, they will go again. For this 
reason they are, though shy at first, 
easily tamed. 


A medium-sized toad will eat from 


twenty to thirty good-sized spiders, 
or from forty to fifty or even sixty 
flies at a single meal. 
They would, 


therefore, if they cared to feed upon 
bees, be very destructive in an apiary. 
But they would also catch the bee- 
moth and its progeny, and would pro- 
bably soon rid the hives of this pest. 


Toads are beneficial animals. They 


destroy countless numbers of bugs, 
worms, moths, flies, gnats, mosquitoes, 
etc., and we cannot afford to have 
them destroyed. 


To kill unnecesssrily is cruel, and 


the continued killing of helpless crea- 
tures, even though they are small, ha? 
a demoralizing and brutalizing effect. 
For those, then, who wish to keep 
toads out of the apiary, the most prof- 
itable as well as the most humane way 
to do so is not to kill them, but to 
fence them out. 
The same fence, 


though absolutely moose, snake and 
duck-proof, will go far toward keep- 
ing these invaders out of the apiary. 
It is easily nnd cheaply built, and is 
simply ten or twelve-inch boards set 
ou c3ge in a continuous line around 
tbe space to be enclosed, the ends 
lapping slightly, and either nailed to- 
gether or fastened by driving two 
stakes, one on each side of the lapped 
ends. 


Then if the apiarist wiii watch in 


the evening, and remove all the toads 
that may have been fenced in, there 
will be no farther trouble with toads 
for that season, or at least as long as 
the fence remains in place. 
The 


ground mast be leveled so that there 
are no holes under the board through 
which a toad might crawl. 


When not in use the boards can be 


stored in a dry place, and can be used 
for several seasons.—Farm, Field and 
Fireside.

HE machete in Gabs is put to 
more uses than any other im- 
plement in the world, not ex- 
coptiog the hairpin. 


It is the Cuban baby's first (and 


only) toy. 


The Cuban boy chops kindling with 


it. 


When a Cuban marries he cuts up a 


couple of palm trees for four posts 
and a roof-tree; another variety of 
the same tree furnishes bark for the 
walls and thatch for the roof, with 
string to bind it withal. The result 
is a house. And all at the cost of one 
machete and ten days' toil. 


Cuban families are large. 
Their 


average size is about twelve persons, 
trom the grandmother to the baby. 


Cubans live out of doors, which is 


really about the same thins; whether 
they stay in tbe house or not. 


It takes a lot of food for 


and "growin' " families. 


The heavy swoi d-knif e again comes 


in handy, especially if the 
father 


doesn't like to work hard. 


One machete stroke is all that is re- 


quired to gather a bunch of bananas 
or, as they are called, "piatanons." 


This fruit, when green, is cooked in 


a dozen ways, and with sweet potatoes 
forms the principal food ofjnine-tenths 
of the "compesnios" or country work- 
ing people. 


When they want meat the machete 


again comes in as "slaughtering axe," 
"skinning knife" and all the other im- 
plements of the shambles. 


The machete is used for everything, 


from au axe to a toothpick. 


Everyday practice from childhood 


up makes the Cuban wonderfully dex- 
trous, and when he turns his edge 
against men, bone and sinew offer uo 
resistance. At Mai Trempo 260 Span- 
ish soldiers were killed by one ma- 
chefcc's stroke. 
It was a ghastly feight. 


No troops in the world can hit so 


hard and quick with the sword, and 
the Spanish officers are badly scared 
by the "machete idea." 


When the Cubans actually get start- 


ed in a hand-to-hand fight they usual- 
ly win. 


In times ct peace food costs practi- 


cally nothing. 


General Gomez says: "These people 


don't have to work —the soil does it 
for them." It is rich beyond descrip- 
tion. 


Sweet potatoes grow two years from 


one planting; bananas once planted 
produce forever, and there are sugar 
estates that have annually cut caue 
since the shoots were planted forty 
years ago. 


The sugar plantations are large en- 


terprises, and Chinese labor is used on 
many of them. 


The greater part of Cuban labor is 


used in growing tobacco. 


Melds of tobacco are seldom over 


an acre large. 
The owner makes 


money enough from this bit of ]and to 
buy such other supplies as the soil 
doesn't give him. 


These are coffee, sugar, salt and 


coarse cloth. 


The cloth is made up by the womsn 


on modern sewing machines. 


Every house contains a sewing ma- 


chine of modern make, but the plows 
are of the pattern of 2000 B. C. 


Oxen draw the plows, and the iron 


point on a stick cann jt lift over sis 
inches of soil at a furrow. 


It takes a team of oxen, » Cuban 


plow and a Cuban four days to pre- 
pare for tobacco half an acre of land. 


It has to be gone over six times. 
Cuban women smoke more than the 


men. 
It's easier for them to get at 


the source of supplies. 
This is the 


little loft made by half a dozen poles 
under the roof, where is stored the 
leaf tobacco. 


This the women roll into cigars when 


required. 


The Cubans are invariably hospita- 


ble. You ride along on one of their 
little ambling horses and the alleged 
road may take yon right into the frcnt 
door of a farmhouse. 


It would go right through the back 


door if there was one. As there isn't, 
the road meanders round the house, 
loses itself in the clearing, and when 
you want to continue your journey 
they furnish you with any one of a 
dozen grimy iittle urchins to show you 
where the roads starts again.- 


You tare invariably asked to dis- 


mount, the colloquial Cubau bein;, 


ll you take coffee?" and "Do you 


wish to smoke?" 


The black coffee, 
served in small 


caps, is rich, and the Cubans do not 
sell their best tobacco. 


From six to ninety-six years of age j 


everybodv smokes. 
| 


When the "good days"' have been ! 


passed with the good manners to be 
found in every Cuban household, and 
it relapses into its accustomed ways, 
the attenuated old grandmother tuckt 
away a big loosely rolled cigar be- 
tween her toothless gums aud con- 
tentedly 
puffs 
away.—New Tori

H ELPS FOR HOUSEW IVES. 


For CIcniiInK Carpet on Floor* 


Dissolve ouo pdund of best laundry 
aoap in four gallons of liot water, add 
two ounces of sal-soda, one ounce of 
borax and one ounce of fuller’s earth; 
mix thoroughly, then add four gallons 
of cold water and set aside. 
When 
you are ready to use it add three or 
four ounces of ammonia. 
Put a pint 
or more on carpets, scrub very lightW 
with common scrub brush; scrape oif 
the suds with a rubber window-clean­ 
er, that raises the nap, wipe as dry as 
possible with dry cloths. 
Do only a 
small place at a time and be sure your 
cleanings meet. 


To Cloixii B lack Silk. 


When a thrifty Frenchwoman wishes 
ti 
to clean black silk she brushes it thor­ 
oughly and wipes it with a cloth. 
Then, after it is free from dust, she 
lays it flat on a board and sponges it 
with hot coffee 
which 
has 
been 
strained through muslin and freed 
from sediment. 
The silk is sponged 
on the right side, allowed to become 
half dry and then ironed on the wrong 
side. 


The coffee removes every particle of 
grease and restores the brilliancy of 
the silk without giving it the shiny 
appearance or the crackly and papery 
stiffness which results from any other 
liquid except ammonia and water, 
which last does not freshen tho color 
and gloss of tho silk as coffee does. 
The silk is much improved by tne 
process, and the good effect is perma­ 
nent. 


Silk should never be ironed with a 
hot iron put directly on the silk. 
Al­ 
ways lay thin wrapping paper, such 
as is used by our best dry goods 
stores, over it, and iron through the 
paper. 


When stitching thin silk or, indeed, 
any goorls flimsy enough to draw in 
the machine, lay paper over it also 
and stitch through. 
The paper will 
tear away easily along the line of per­ 
forations made by the needle. 


The Cur© of Pictures. 


It is necessary to take care of pic­ 
tures hung upon the walls, as well as 
of 
everything 
else. 
Engravings, 
though carefully framed, become mil­ 
dewed and rusty on the edges, though 
the house shows dampness in no other 
way. 
The fancj' that any one can 
frame a picture is a mistake. 
Do not 
trust auy one to frame a valuable en­ 
graving but some one 
who under­ 
stands 
the 
business. 
Engravings 
should be hung in a strong light, be­ 
cause they are not injured by it as 
watercolors are. 
Watercolors, which 
are liable to fade, should be hung in 
a more darkened part of the room, 
due attention being iirst i)aid to their 
being hung where they will be seen 
to the best advantage. 
As a rule, wa­ 
tercolors look better framed passe­ 
partout than any other way. 
Such 
frames should have a rough, creamy 
white mat of watercolor paper, about 
three or four inches wide, and should 
be bound with white. 


Photographs look well framed with­ 
out any mai to the edge of the picture 
and mounted in frames the color of 
the photograph. 
Photographs ordi­ 
narily fade, but the excellent English 
platinotypes and the carbon photo­ 
graphs are made so that they are 
nearly permanent, like engravings,the 
paper of which bleaches a little. 
All 
these pictures should be protected by 
glass. 
Oil paintings are not seen to 
advantage when they are protected in 
this way, and are only placed under 
glass under exceptional circumstances. 
Dust oil paintings with a feather dust­ 
er, and about once a year, at house- 
cleaning time, wipe them off so care­ 
fully with a soft flannel rag wrung 
out in warm water that the varnish on 
the outside is not injured. 
Do not 
attempt to clean a valuable picture, 
but submit it to a person who under­ 
stands the business. —New York Trib­ 
une,

lasses, boiled and cooled, one of but­ 
ter, four eggs, one tablespoonful oJ 
extract of ginger, a little salt, two 
teaspoon fills of baking powder, floui 
for dough.

Heap in the white shells, 
put a bit of butter over and brown in 
hot ovren. 


Stewed Celery, with Cream—Trim 
six stalks of iiriji, white celery; wash 
thoroughly aiul soak for three hours 
in cold water, then boil for ten lpin- 
utes, cool off and drain. 
Place it in 
the saucepan again and cover with 
white broth, then boil for two hours, 
dish the celery and pour cream sauce 
over it. 
Serve with meats or iish. 


Coffee Sponge—Make an infusion 
with one-quarter of a pound of ground 
coffee, strain it through a cheesecloth 
bag; then dissolve three-quarters of a 
pound of sugar in one pint of cream, 
add this to the yolks of six eggs, then 
\m t in the coffea and shake until of 
the consistency of lemon sponge. This 
may be piled high upon a dish, and 
makes a most attractive and delicious 
dish«

A Kankakee county man Is the pos­ 
sessor of one of the most wonderful 
Dlocks in tho country. 
This clock is 
as near a perpetual motion machine as 
any piece of mechanism yet designed. 
The owner is not a perpetual motion 
crank, but is an exceedingly ingenious 
Jeweler named Peter M. Ravenskilde 
of Cabery, a 
hustling 
town in tho 
southwestern 
portion 
of 
Kankakee 
county. 
The clock is tho product of 
many years of study and labor and 
considerable expense. 
It keepo accur­ 
ate time and will run for a year with­ 
out the least attention from its owner. 
The clock proper is run with a wheel 
sixty inches in circumference. 
From 
the outer surface of the circumference 
are suspended 120 cups, each one-half 
Inch in diameter and a third of an 
Inch deep. Each of forty of these cups, 
which are successive, contains a steel 
ball three-eighths of an inch in diam­ 
eter. 
Every minute and a half, aa 
this weel turns by the weight of these 
balls, one of them falls out of its cup, 
rolls down an inclined plane twenty 
inches long, when, by its own weight, 
it reunites a broken circuit of elec­ 
tricity, and is again elevated by a lit­ 
tle car traveling along a steeper in­ 
clined plane to the top of the wheel, 
whore it falls into a cup which stands 
vertical for a short time. 
After the 
car discharges its cargo it returns to 
its 
original 
station 
from its own 
weight. 
From the time one of these 
balls is dropped into a cup until it is 
again dropped into another cup it trav­ 
els thirty-six inches. 
Thus the work 
done by all the balls is equivalent to 
one ball traveling over one mile a day; 
400 miles in one year, and during the 
lifetime of a person living three score 
years the distance around the globe. 
The electricity used is generated in an 
ordinary storage battery, and does not 
require any attention for fully a year. 
Another clock owned by Mr. Ravens­ 
kilde 4s of a similar construction, but 
considerably smaller. This clock is 
used to attract attention in the store. 
A porcelain globe is placed back of the 
clock and at night green, red and white 
electric lights reflect their rays alter­ 
nately on the face of the clock, the col­ 
ors being changed each time the ball la 
discharged from one of the cups on the 
timepiece. 
Mr. Ravensldldo has had 
many offers to exhibit his clocks, but 
refusea t6 do so, and so far he has not 
had the mechanism patented.

An exchange says: One of the worst 


features of our system of government 
is the inordinate thirst for public office 
which seems to possess a large number 
of citizens. 
This desire is the impell- 


ing force which makes men active in 
politics and not as should be the case, 
the desire to secure good government. 
Assuming as a postulate that offices are 
for the benefit and convenience of the 
people it follows as a logical sequence 
that the people have a right to the ser- 
vices of the best and most competent 
individuals in the community and 
should be satisfied with nothing short 
ol this. 
It is au undeniable fact that 


at the present time individuals base 
their claims for an election to office 
ratfeer upon the party work they have 
done than upon any qualification for 
the position they may possess. 'This 
is not in consonance with the funda- 
mental idea of government, and is sub- 
versive of the best interests of the pub- 
lic. 


But while party service should not 


constitute a valid claim to office, it 
should not be a bar to an election, in 
deed it ought not to count one way or 
the other, but the preferment for posi- 
tion should rest entirely upon the fit- 
ness of the candidate.

And yet he pursued his criminal course 
for years, knowing that he might be 
discovered at any moment, when his 
skill would have yielded him a large 
income if lie had sought to employ it 
legitimate!)'. The story shows how 
dominant criminal characteristics are 
in some men.

DEVIL DANCE FOR THE EXORCISM OF 


EVIL SPIRITS. 


German shipbuilders are doing fair­ 
ly well outside of lUercantile orders. 
Within three years th6y have deliv­ 
ered twenty-four war vessels for other 
inaritime powers, including China, 
frazil, Turkey, Austria, Norway and 
pweden. 
It is true that among these 
two dozen vessels there is not a sin- 
& 
gle battleship, and but three armored 
cruisers—for China—the balance be­ 
ing torpedo boats and destroyers. 
However there are now on file orders 
for twenty-two warships, 
including 
one armored cruiser for Japan and 
three large cruisers for Russia, 
So 
Germany is doing quite well in this 
line—although it is not unlikely that 
our recent naval record will interfere 
aomewhat with future foreign orders 
to shipyards in the Kaiser’s realm. 


The lack of education which pre- 
tails in Spain is something astonish­ 
ing. 
Any knowledge of modern lan­ 
guages and of contemporary history is 
extremely rare among even statesmen, 
courtiers, politicians and journalists. 
When the government of Sagasta in­ 
troduced the censorship of foreign 
telegrams, it could find no censor who 
understood German, and hence it de­ 
cided to transmit German messages 
without examination, while identical 
messages written in French were often 
auppivssed. 
This lack of education, 
particularly in the men who hold the 
destinies of the nation, could not fail 
to have its ill effect, and it is to this 
■ource that those terrible calamities 
may be traced which have reduced 
the Spanish people from being the 
greatest empire of Europe to their 
*ad condition of today.

To counteract the damp­ 
ness in the vault of the probate court 
an oil stove was lighted. 
It was neg­ 
lected, with the result that fire was 
communicated to some unfiled and un­ 
recorded papers, which wore charred 
beyond recognition. 
One of these 
papers was the will of a late resident 
of St. Michael’s, who, for reasons not 
disclosed, had “cut off1’his only child, 
a daughter, with $10, bequeathing 
the bulk of his small estate to the 
Methodist Episcopal church in hie 
village. 
By this accident of fire 
the condition, according to the law, 
was the same as if the St. Michael’s 
citizen had neglected to make a will, 
and all of his i^roj^erty will revert to 
his next of kin, the daughter, who is 
traveling in the far West, as the rep­ 
resentative of a commercial firm in 
Baltimore. 
There is an uncle in the 
case, who deposited the will in the 
court, and who was by the will, made 
heir to the favorite h a*»© of the do- 
ceased. 
This uncle can eas ly be con­ 
verted by the novelist into a wicked 
and scheming relative, the modest es­ 
tate c*an be multiplied many fold, the 
quality of attractiveness can be given 
to the daughter, the once necessary 
honest wooing can be added, and the 
book is ready for the publisher.

An English physician now living in 
London, who has spout many years 
on the island of Luzon in the Philip­ 
pines, relates these superstitions and 
customs which prevail among the less 
enlightened Filipinos. 


“ Many of thoso who conform out­ 
wardly to the rights of the church,” 
ho said, 
“ still cherish a belief in 
witches and demons. 
They believe 
that witches congregate at the birth 
of children and watch an opportunity 
to snatch the soul of the new-born in­ 
fant. 
When a birth takes place the 
room is hermetically sealed* not so 
much as a crack of the door or win­ 
dow being left open, because to do 
that would be to allow the entrance 
of the patianac, or witch, who is sup­ 
posed to be able to get through the 
smallest hole. 
If the attending mid­ 
wife has occasion to believe that the 
witches are actually at work a charge 
of gunpowder is blown off in the room 
to frightem them away. 


“ When the child thus bewitched is 
born it is placed in a draught of air in 
an open door or window so that the 
witches may have a chauoe to escape 
and the exorcism begins. Three witch 
caudles are placed upon the little face 
—one on each cheek and another on 
the chin. 
These are lighted and al­ 
lowed to burn until they are almost 
consumed. 
Though the child some* 
times gets badly burned in the pro­ 
cess, such an accident is considered 
of small account so long as the witch 
is expelled. 


“ The Filipinos have some curious 
customs in regard to courtship and 
marriage. They believe that the odor 
imparted to the clothing by the body 
has power to excite love. 
Those who 
wish to attract some one of the op­ 
posite sex will scheme to bring that 
person in contact with some article 
of clothing which has been worn by 
themselves. 
When plighted lovers 
are obliged to separate for a time they 
exchange garments with each other. 
The believe that bv this means faith- 
fulness is assured. 
So 
keen 
is 
the 
sense 
of 
smell 
among 
the 
Filipinos 
that they 
can 
tell to 
whom 
any 
article 
belongs 
by 
merely smelling 
of it. 
There 
is 
a peculiar manner of kissing in vogue 
[imong many of these tribes. 
Instead 
of touching lips they press the nose 
against the cheek of the person they 
wish to caress and draw a long, deep 
breath. 


“ There are many modern Jacobs 
and Rachels among the Filipinos, for 
it is a custom for the prospective 
bridegroom to serve for a time in the 
household of the bridefs father, if he 
has not money enough to make a cash 
payment for the bride. 


“ One of their most interesting su­ 
perstitions is the belief that the soul 
of a man leaves his body during sleep 
and goes forth 
011 some mysterious 
errand of its own. 
This belief was 
doubtless borrowed from the Bud­ 
dhists, and one can offer no greater in­ 
sult to a Filipino than to step over 
him when he lies asleep, which, ac­ 
cording to his idea, is getting between 
his body and his absent soul. 


“ The islanders have many super­ 
stitions in regard to bats, animals aud 
reptiles. 
The huge caymans, which 
abound in the Philippine rivers, fill 
them with a peculiar horror. 
They 
believe that the cavmans are alwavs 
on the lookout for those who have 
sworn falsely or broken their prom­ 
ises, and almost any native can tell 
wonderful stories about the terrible 
fate which has overtaken liars who 
have fallen into the jaws of the cay­ 
man. 


“ The old belief, so common in Asia 
and elsewhere, that certain sounds 
have power over non-human pres­ 
ences is cherished by the natives of 
the Philippines, and several of their 
most powerful incantations are said 
to be preserved in Becret manuscripts, 
but though the Spanish clergy have 
tried every means to procure these 
books of the devil, as they call them, 
their efforts have been unrewarded, 
and the dreade l formuli© still remain 
the secrets of the native priests, 


“ One of their customs is the devil 
dance for the exorcism of evil spirits. 
If an epidemic of smallpox, cholera 
or other disease occurs in a village 
the mischief is at once attributed to 
some evil spirit which has taken up 
its abode in a neighboring banyan 
tree. 
The particular tree inhabited 
by the devil is determined upon by 
the native priest, and 
011 the night 
appointed for the exorcism the entire 
population of the village marches to 
the spot, bearing sacrificial meats and 
spices. 
They form a circle round the 
banyan tree and await the coming of 
the priest. 
Presently a strange-look- 
ing figure appears, clad in a long, 
flowing gown, and with a high,peaked 
red hat upon his head. 
Then a din 
begins, and the tomtoms and other 
barburie instrifments make night hid­ 
eous. 
The priest takes his place in 
the centre of the circle, occasionally 
brandishing his great, curved sacri­ 
ficial 
knife, 
and 
now' * and 
then 
striking 
the 
strings of his bow, 
which 
adds 
it» 
deep, 
booming 


sound to the noise of the tomtoms 
and drums. 
Swaying slowly to and 
fro, he gradually works himself up in­ 
to a state of frenzy, all the time croon­ 
ing to himself strange melodies. 
As 
his movements becomd faster and 
more frenzied the noise of the tom­ 
toms increases. 
Suddenly the priest 
leaps into the air and proclaims him­ 
self to be a god, and the wild devil 
dance begins. 
The assembled na­ 
tives offer ¿their sacrifices and pray 
aloud to bo delivered from the evil 
spirit. 
The dancing priest becomes 
more and more excitod and slashes 
his body with the sacrificial knife. 
The sight of his own blood seems to 
madden him still further, and ho 
shrieks aud dances on till nature calls 
a halt and he sinks to the ground in 
a swoon. 
After a fow moments of ut­ 
ter prostration he 
rises from the 
ground, washes away the blood from 
his body aud goes quietly on his way. 
The evil spirit has been driven out of 
the banyan tree and the dance ends.’1 


C a s tilia n C u isin e. 


Tho commercial exodus to Cuba is 
apt to result in familiarizing Ameri­ 
cans with bona fide Spanish cooking, 
something seldom seen in this coun­ 
try. 
Oil and pepper are the two 
things that especially characterize the 
Castilian cuisine. 
One of tho favorite 
dishes in Cuba is “ tasajo,” which is 
simply dried meat, cooked with to* 
matoqs, red peppers and 
onions. 
“ Tripa a la Andaluza” is another 
preparation frequently seen. 
As tho 
name indicates, the basis is boiled 
tripe, which is cooked with beaus and 
potatoes, and always served with the 
small, red Spanish sausage known as 
“ btftafarra Catalina.” 
A similar sau­ 
sage, only black, is known as “ butaf- 
arra Astoriana.” 
“ Chile con carne,” 
which everybody eats, is 
nothing 
more than a thick stew of beef (carne) 
aud beans seasoned 
with 
chiles. 
Spanish “ tortillas” are corn cakea 
flavored with red peppers, and differ 
from the Mexican tortilla in that the 
latter, when properly made, are rolled 
in chopped vegetables. 
A salad, a la 
Española, is prepared of lettuce and 
celery, with a few sliced tomatoes and 
peppers. 
Served with French dress­ 
ing it is very good. 
The Spanish 
soups are, as a rule, a little too heavy 
for the American taste, which runs 
more toward the consomme. 
They 
are thick decoctions,full of vegetables 
and look frightfully greasy. 
Soup, 
however, does not have the important 
role among the Spaniards that it plays 
in French domestic economy, and is 
an article of secondary importance. 
The dishes named are pretty apt to 
appear ere long on home menus, and 
it is interesting to know in advauce 
what they are composed of.—New 
Orleans Times-Democrat. 


T h e T o m b o f th o M u h d i. 


The tomb of the Mahdi, which was 
partly destroyed by the Sirdar’s artil­ 
lery fortthe purpose of impressing the 
Dervishes with the fact that it was 
vulnerable, is a stupendous building. 
It is treated as a sacred place, as honor 
of the Mahdi is made a part of the 
religion of the Khalifa aud his fol­ 
lowers. 
It is situated in Omdurman, 
near tho river bank, and the Khalifa 
had the foundation laid with great 
ceremony, he turning the first sod. 
The building is thirty feet high, and 
square, thirty feet each way. 
Tho 
stone for its construction was brought 
from Khartoum. 
Above the square 
building rises a hexagonal wall fifteen 
feet high, and from this a dome rises 
forty feet, while there are four smaller 
domes on the corners of the main 
building. 
It' is furnished with ten 
large, arched windows and two doors. 
In the hexagonal part are six skylight 
windows. 
The whole is whitewashed 
and surrounded by a fouce of trellis 
work. 
Directly beneath the dome, 
and over the Mahdi’s grave, a wooden 
sarcophagus is erected, covered with 
black cloth. 
On the sides of the wall 
candelabra are hung, and at the end 
of a l jng cha;n from the centre of the 
dome is pendant an immense chande­ 
lier taken from the government palace 
in Khartoum. 
A few yards from tho 
building is a small cistern used for 
ablutions of visitors. 
It is called al­ 
together 
Kubbet 
el Mahdi— “ tho 
Mahdi’s tomb.” 


S h ip In P o r t F r o m M anila* 


After an eventful trip of 140 days, 
in which she experienced much stormy 
weather, the big British ship Dal- 
cairnic, the first vessel to reach this 
port from Manila since the war with 
Spain began, came up the Delaware 
a few days ago. 


Considerable interest surrounds the 
Dalcairnic, from the fact that when 
Dewey’s fleet entered the harbor of 
Manila 0,1 Sunday, May 1, she was 
loading with hemp and after the sink­ 
ing of tho Spanish fleet she sailed with 
a half cargo consigned to cordage 
works in this city. 


In addition to 10,998 bales of hemp, 
the Dalcairnic has on board many in­ 
to, esting relics. 
The most notable of 
these an* two cannons “which wore 
sent to this country by Consul-Gen­ 
eral Williams. 
Ono of them is from 
the Maria Christina, Admiral Mon- 
tejo’s flagship, the other from the 
United States steamship Baltimore, 
and is iutended for the Monumental 
city, 
TJUe gun from the Maria Chris­ 
tina is to be placed among other relics 
in the National museum 
Washing­ 
ton, D, C.

The man thus to suffer imprisonment for 
the sake of his brother is Michael O’Don­ 
nell, 
Hi? brother’s name was James O’­ 
Donnell. 
The latter died last April af­ 
ter confessing that he was the guilty one. 
Previously his pal, Freehan, died in Sing 
Sing, also exonerating Michael. 
At that 
time, however, Michael refused to avail 
himself of the confession, preferring that 
his brother who was sick with consump­ 
tion, should die out of prison. The death 
of James O’Donnell at last promises to 
open the prison for the innocent man. 
Criminal annals contain few such cases 
as this.

The food of the Philippines is chief­ 
ly rice aud fish, eaten without knives 
and forks or chopsticks—with the 
fingers. 
Tho national dish is tuba, 
palm beer, made by cutting oil’ the 
points of the great flower stems of the 
cocoauut palms, and collecting the 
sweet juico which flows from tho 
wounds.

of one palm to another, so that the 
tuba gathered may pass from one tree 
to another without descending to the 
ground. 
These roadways, frequently 
sixty or seventy feet above ground, 
look like groat spiders* webs and need 
tho skill of a ronewalker to use them. 
The juice rapidly ferments and is col- 
orod and made bitter with the bark of 
the mangrove root.-—Scientific Ameri­ 
can,

The Indian method of fighting, as 
shown at Leech Lake, Minnesota, is 
a unique type of warfare, and as such 
is a subject of great interest to for­ 
eign military men. 
The United States 
regular soldior is an expert at ib and 
has learned to fight the Indian as the 
Indian fights him. 
Military attaches 
sent by foreign governments to ob­ 
serve the Spanish-American war asked 
many questions from American officers 
on this topic, and considered tho vet­ 
eran Indian fightor, represented by 
such men as Generals Chail’eo and 
Kent, as one of tho best types of sol­ 
diers. 


Individual fighting is the Indian 
style. 
It was so in the days beforo 
the Revolution, and a century has not 
changed it. 
Tho Indian has adopted 
many innovations taught him by tho 
white man. 
He usually wears “ storo 
clothes” in these days aud lives in a 
house, even if it is only a log hut. 
But he fights as his forefathers did, 
seeking to gain an advantage over his 
foe by ambush or some other form of 
strategy. 
The Indian who can hido 
behind a rock or treo and shoot down 
an unsuspecting foe who is passing is 
considered much more of a hero than 
one who will fight in the open and die 
bravely facing the enemy, 


Indians on the warpath aro com­ 
manded by chiofs, who are generally 
elected at a council fire. 
Those chiefs 
are usually the heads of large families 
and command squads of from 20 to 
100 men, composed of their brothers, 
sons, cousins and other relatives. One 
of the chiefs is known as tho “ great 
chief,” and is usually given this rank 
for jDrowess in war or hunting. 
Ho 
occupies something like tho same re­ 
lation to the forces under him that a 
general or colonel has in the United 
States army, but his authority is much 
more restricted and is exercised only 
in rare cases. 


The usual method in a fight such as 
that at Leech Lake is for the chief to 
advance and his men to follow him, 
keeping near enough to see his move­ 
ments and acting in conformity with 
them. 
When the foe approaches with­ 
in range general firing begins, one 
of the chiefs usually setting the ex­ 
ample. 
When his men see him fire 
they fire too, and so the rattle of the 
guns becomes general. 


It is seldom that an order is given 
to an Indian in battle. 
He follows his 
chief, picking out individual foes and 
fighting individually. 
His commis­ 
sary and quartermaster’s arrangements 
are attended to by squaws. 


The United States regular when 
fighting Indians adopts their tacitcs 
only when the Indians are near. 
Tho 
skirmish formation is then used and 
the men dodge behind trees or rocks, 
but they listen for and quickly obey 
the orders of their officers. 
If hard 
pressed they usually assemble and 
throw up hasty intrenchments, wherq 
they can pour a collective fire into auy 
foe that may attack them. 


N a v a l Code in Use in a N ow Y ork Storo. 


In the centre of one of the big retail 
houses of the city is a system of sig­ 
nals similar to that in the navy. 
The 
signals can be seen from nearly every 
point of the main floor and the upper 
floors. 


The man in charge explained for 
the benefit of a curious individual: 
“ This white and blue signal when up 
on the wire indicates to the employ« 
who has charge of the trade from New 
Jersey that a customer from New Jer­ 
sey is here awaiting information con- 
cering the customer’s purchases,ship­ 
ment or trains. 
When the employe 
comes he lowers the signal. 
And so 
with these other signals. 
Each indi­ 
cates that an employe from some sec­ 
tion is wanted at this point. 
We find 
the system better than the electric 
button. 
We were never sure that the 
bell or drop at the other end of the 
line was all right. 
The whistling 
tube required time and lung power. 
This system was suggested by the 
manner of communication between 
our naval vessels during the war. The 
flags are of silk. They are very pretty. 
There is no way of misunderstanding 
thousand they commemorate our navy 
and its language,” 


Firth in** for Anchor*. 


One of the queer occupations of 
mankind is that of dragging for lost 
anchors. 
It is carried on in bays aud 
rivers, and even in the open sea along 
the coast. 
Several sloops and schoon­ 
ers are engaged almost exclusively in 
this pursuit. 
The hunters are as fa­ 
miliar with the ground where anchors 
are to be found as fishermen are with 
the favorite haunts of the living in­ 
habitants of the sea. 
The matter ot 
fishing for Jost anchors is most sim­ 
ple. 
A chain is let down in a loop 
long enough to drag along tho bottom, 
and tho vessel goes on her way with 
all hands on board alert for a bite, 
and a bite usually ends in a catch. 
The recovered anchors are generally 
sold again at a price of about two­ 
pence a pound, which is a half-penny 
under the market price for lew an­ 
chors. 
A big anchor will M’eigh six 
thousand pounds, so that the fisher­ 
men make fifty pounds out of it. More 
often, however, the anchors fished up 
weigh from one thousand to two thou­ 
sand pounds, and there is a prettj 
profit in the business even then.

Murderer Holmes' Romance. 


PniLAi)KLPHiA,April 18.—ThopubliBhcd 
^'confession" of Herman Mudgett, alias 
H. H. HolmttS, who is to bo hanged In 
this city on May 7 for the murder of Ben- 
jamin F. Piicxal, is not generally cred- 
ited. But the statement arouses great in- 
terest from the masterly manner in which 
It Is written, and tho calm, cruel deliborar 
tlon In which ho explains how ho took tho 
lives of twenty-seven pooplo, and was 
only provouted from carrying out six other 
murders because his ijlans were interfered 
with.

TO PnEYENT GRO^TTH OF HORNS, 


There nre two ways to kill the germs 
of tbo horus in a yonng calf; cue is to 
out them out when the calf is a month 
old by raising the skin in a flap and 
removing the email button which is 
loosely attached to it. 
The flap of 
fikin is laid bapk and a plaster of tar 
is laid on it, when the wound soon 
heals. 
The other method is to apply 
caustic potash wotted with water by 
xubbinii it on the skin'where the ymall 
nub of the horn is felt. 
The potash 
will burn the fingers and make a bad 
eore unless it is held iii a wrapping 
of paper or a rag. 
The wetted potash 
is well rubbed into the skin, killing 
the immature shell of 
horn.—New 
York Times. 


THE SPINACH LEAF MAGGOT, 


Tbe spinach leaf maggot is related 
to the onion maggot, the 
cabbage 
root maggot and other pesta of this 
kind, writes Professor 0. M. Weed. 
It seems to be widely distributed and 
doing serious damage. Its life history 
has not yet been fully worked out, but 
there is good evidence that the same 
insect develops in the leaves of pig 
weed or goosefoot. 
Ic seems as if it 
was going to be a difiicult pest to 
tight, as it is not i?robable that any- 
thing can be applied to the leaves to 
prevent its attacks. 
The only reme 
dies I can now suggest 'are the pick 
xng oü and destroying of 
infected 
leaves—especially in spring—and the 
keeping down or pigweed, to prevent 
its breeding in that.—American Agri- 
culturist,

to al), a spot to leave a loving mental 
impression ui>on the mind of every 
child of the iamiiy as j0;jg as life lasts. 
Plo were are poetry and refinement and 
higher culture on the farm. 
Do not 
exclude them. 


There ure many attractive annuals 
a'nd every gariian should number a 
goodly variety; but I would call prin- 
cipal attention to the sweet pea, as I 
think no other will give such uni- 
form and continual pleasure and satis- 
faction. 
The sweet pea has received 
wonderful improvement in the last few 
years, aud covers well nigh every va- 
riety of shade aud tint from 
pure 
white to deep maroon or xjurple, so 
every taste may be satisfied. 


Pjant the sweet pea upon a moist 
spot, where it will not dry up in sum- 
mer, Fertilize it with wood ashes and 
nitrate of soda. Pick off the blossoms 
as they appear. 
Apj^ly a thick mulch 
over the entire root system before dry 
weather, and water whenever 
neces- 
sary.—Farm, Field and Fireside. 


the fertility of ashes has nourished 
many generations of men and animals. 


The soils of New England nro all 
potash hungry. 
No one element is so 
exhausted. 
Furthermore, 
this im- 
portant difference remains, many com- 
mercial fertilizers are compounded by 
man; not so in case of ashes, as here 
naturo has done all the work. 
Many 
years ai?o the tree germinated aud 
grew. 
It withdrew from our soil what 
was required for its suj^port. 
The 
process continued indei^nitely, until 
linaliy the woodsman felled the tree. 
Its wood was burned. 
Its ashes, con- 
taining every particle of mineral mat- 
ter the tree had, have been carefully 
gathered up and transported from a 
distant land to feed the crops of New 
England. This potash and phosphoric 
acid have all been used b^^fore in vege- 
table 
growth. 
What more simple 
thing, then, than the fact that this 
mineral matter is in the best and most 
natural form to produce more trees, 
more fruits, more vegetables and more 
grasses? 


Another strong argument for use of 
ashes is, they are cheap. 
In the last 
few years, like other 
commodities, 
ashes have been more and more cheap, 
so they are altogether within 
the 
reach of the farmer at present. 


With a bona fide guarantee of dry 
ashes, cleaned and well screened, of 
an analysis of 5 per cent, potash of 
general purity, no hesitation need be 
had in the purchase of 
hardwood 
ashes. 


There is hardly a field or a crop of 
New England that ashes will not mater- 
ially benefit.—Massachusetts Plough- 
man.

THE POPULAR APPLES. 


It is one of the disadvantages of any 
special 
culture 
that 
fashions 
are 
so èhangeable. 
Very recently, for 
instance, the most popular apples in 
the markets, especially in the foreign 
ones, were Baldwin, King and New- 
town Pippin. The last two years these 
old favorites have given way to an in- 
terloper, rarelv ever heard of before, 
and now called York Imperial, orplain 
York. 
It is essentially an eating ap- 
ple, being sweet, with tender fiesh, 
and a very beautiful fruit, partly yel- 
lowish, tbo rest of it a light crimson, 
splashed with deeper red. 
The cavity 
around the stalk is a greenish russet. 
Aa most of the apples consumed in 
England are eated out of hand, the 
appearance ^oes a great way to make 
any good kind popular. 


It may be that in time we may 
chooae our apjjles in accordance with 
the dictum of the doctors, as this fruit 
is really one of the very best kipda of 
medicine.

healthful, as well as agreeable, and it 
is this which makes this fruit such an 
excellent food. But the popular taste 
will 
have its effect on the public 
choice, and no one may be able to say 
what will be the apple of next season. 
The unsurpassed xVewtown, and its 
near relative, the Albemarle, pippin, 
have long been the American apples, 
essentially $o, but the inferior kinds 
have gone ahead of it by fully 
a 
barrel. 
All this is to be taken into 
account in the selection of fruits for 
planting for market purposes.—New 
York Times,

TOAD FENCES. 


It seems to be the general opinion 
among beekeepers that toads are the 
enemies of beee, and that if allowed to 
have the run of the apinry they will 
destroy largo numbers of them, writes 
Beth Day, 
Some go so far as to say 
that toads will sit upon the alighting 
board of a hive and catch the laden 
bees aa they return to the hive. 
But 
toads are nocturnal animals and dur- 
ing the day are usually hidden in dark 
corners, or uuder heavy leafage; and 
bees do not gather honey at night. 


However, bees do, during hot weather, 
come out on the alighting board, and 
may be iouud creeping, or rather run- 
ning about there at all hours of the 
night, where they would be an easy 
prey lor his toadship, were he disposed 
to capture them. 
But whether so dis- 
posed or not, remains with one bee- 
keeper, at least, an open question. 
I 
have never yet seen a toaa eat either 
bee or drone, or anything else so large 
as either, 
I 
have never seen oue 
around my hives although there were 
plenty in both flower and vegetable 
ardens, only a few yards away. 
Toads are very intelligent. 
Where 
once they are fed, or find Jor them- 
selves Fome dainty of which they are 
fond, they will go again. 
For this 
reason they are, though shy at first, 
easily tamed, 


A medium-sized toad will eat from 
twenty to thirty good-sized spiders, 
or from forty to fifty or even sixty 
flies at a single meal. 
They 
would, 
therefore, if they cared to feed upon 
bees, be very destructive man apiary. 
But they would also catch the bee- 
molh and its progeny, and would pro- 
bably soon rid the hives of this pest. 


Toads are beneficial animals. 
They 
destroy countless numbers of bugs, 
worms, moths, flies, gnats, mosquitoes, 
ctc,, and we cannot aflord to have 
them destroyed» 


To kill unnecessorily is cruel, and 
the continued killing of helpless crea- 
tures, even though they are small, haa 
a demoralizing and brutalizing effect. 
For those, then, who wish to keep 
toads out of the apiary, the most prof- 
itable as well as the most humane way 
to do so is not to kill tbem, but to 
fence thfem out. 
The same 
fence, 
though absolutely mouse, snake and 
duck-proof, will go far toward keep- 
ing these invaders out of the apiary. 
It is easily and cheaply built, and is 
simply ten or twelve-juch boards set 
ou edge in a continuous Ijne around 
tbe space to be enclosed, the ends 
lapping slightly, aud either nailed to- 
gether or fastened by driving two 
stakes, one ou each side of the lapped 
ends. 


Then if the apiarist will watch in 
the evening, and remove all the toads 
that njay have been fenced in, there 
will be no further trouble with toads 
for that season, or at least as long as 
the fence remains in place. 
The 
ground must be leveled so that there 
are no holes under the board through 
which a toad might crawl. 


When not in use the boards can be 
stored in a dry place, and can ]>e used 
for several seasons.—Farm, Field and 
Fireside,

Big Figures From tlie World's Fair. 


The number of paid aclmissioua to 
the Columbian Fair was 21.477,218, a 
daily average of 119,9S1X. 
The gross 
attendance was 27,529,4:U0, exceeding 
by nearly a million the number at the 
Paris Exposition for the six months 
ending with October, though rather 
over half a million less than the total 
attendance at Paris, where the ^yates 
were open a considerally longer time 
than at Chicago.

One machete stroke is all that is re- 
quired to gather a bunch of bananas 
or, as they are called, "platanoup.*' 


This fruit, when green, is cooked in 
a dozen ways, and with sweet jjotatoes 
forms the principal food of^nine-tenths 
of the ''compesnios" or country work- 
ing people. 


When they want meat the machete 
again comes in as "slaughtering axe," 
"skinning knife" and all the other im- 
plements of the shambles. 


The machete is used for everything, 
from an axe to a toothpick. 


Everyday practice from childhood 
up makes the Cuban wonderfully dex- 
trous, and when ho turns his ed^qe 
against men, bone and sinew offer uo 
resistance. 
At Mai Trempo 260 Span- 
ish soldiers were killed by one ma- 
hetc's stroke. 
It was a ghastly sight. 
No troops in the world can hit eo 
hard and quick with the sword, and 
the Spanish officers ore badly scared 
by the "machete idea." 


When the Cubans actually get start- 
ed in a hand-to-hand fight they usual- 
ly win. 


In times cf peace food costs iDracti- 
cally nothing. 


General Gomez says: "These peo^^le 
don't have to work—the soil does it 
for them," 
It is rich beyond descrip- 
tion. 


Sweet potatoes grow two years from, 
one planting; bananas once planted 
produce forever, and there are sugar 
estates that have annually cut cane 
since the shoots were j^lanted forty 
years ago. 


The sugar plantations are large en- 
terprises, and Chinese labor is used on 
many of them. 


The greater part of Cuban labor is 
used in growing tobacco. 


Pields of tobacco are seldom over 
an acre large. 
The owner makes 
money enough from this bit of land to 
buy such other supplies as the soil 
doesn't give him. 


These are coffee, sugar, salt 
and 
coarse cloth. 


The cloth is made up by the women 
on modern sewing machines. 


Every house contains a sewing ma- 
chine of modern make, but the plows 
are of the pattern of 2030 E. C, 


Oxen draw the plows, and the iron 
point on a stick cannot lift over six 
inches of soil at a furrow. 


It takes a team of oxen, a Cuban 
plow and a Cuban four days to pre- 
pare for tobacco half an acre of land. 


It has to be gone over six times. 
Cuban women smoke more than the 
men. 
It's easier for them to get at 
' the source of supplies. 
This is the 
little loft made by half a dozen poles 
under the roof, where is stored the 
leaf tobacco. 


This the women roll into cigars when 
required. 


The Cubans are invariably hospita- 
ble. 
You ride along on one of their 
little ambling horses and the alleged 
road may take you right into the front 
door of a farmhouse. 


It would go right through the back 
door if there was one. 
As there isn't, 
the road meanders round the house, 
loses itself in the clearing, and when 
you want to continue your journey 
they furnish you with any one of a 
dozen grimy little urchins to show you 
where the roads starts again,* 


You ;are invariably asked to dis- 
mount, the colloquial Cuban being, 
"Will you take coffee?" and "Do you 
wish to smoke?" 


The black coffee, served in small 
cups, is rich, and the Cubans do not 
sell their best tobacco. 


From six to ninety-six years of age 
everybody smokes. 


When the "good days" have been 
passed with the good manners to be 
iound in every Cuban household, and 
it relapses into its accustomed ways, 
the attenuated old grandmother tuckg 
away a big loosely rolled cigar be- 
tween her toothless gums aud con- 
tentedly 
puffs 
away. —New 
Yort 
World.

stomach. 
The value of this invention in medi- 
cine and surgery it is impossible to 
compute. 
It destroys at one blow and 
forever vivisection with all its attend- 
ant horrors and cruelties. 
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An exchange says: One of the worst 
features of our system of government 
is the inordinate thirst for public oflflce 
which seems to possess a large number 
of citizens. 
This desire is the impell- 
ing force which makes men active in 
politics and not as shonid be the case, 
the desire to secure good government.

But while party service should not 
constitute a valid claim to office, it 
should not be a bar to an election, in 
deed it ought not to count one way or 
the other, but the preferment for posi- 
tion should rest entirely upon the fit- 
ness of the candidate.

The story .shows how 
dominant criminal characteristics are 
in some men. 


JJter Thirty^three Years* 
After carrying a piece ol shell in his 
head for almost thirty^hree years, Mr.
